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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claims 38-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The limitations of "at least one coordinate point (<x 05 p o )" and "plurality of areas 
said angles a and P are located" as recited in independent claims 38 and 53, respectively, lack 
proper antecedent basis and are basically unclear as recited in these claims, thereby rendering 
claims 38-55 indefinite. 

Response to Amendment 

In response to Applicants' arguments on pages 22-26 of their amendment concerning the 
Hayes et al. '274 reference and on pages 26-31 regarding the Webster et al. '076 patent, the 
examiner respectfully agrees. Hence, the prior art rejections of claims 1-31 have been 
respectfully withdrawn.
